The Washington Public Library Com-

mission met at the District Building at 10

o'clock today. The meeting was held for
the purpose of consulting with Messrs.

Ackerman & Ross, of New York, the ar-

chitects whose design was accepted by the
Commission at the final adjudgment of the
competition Jast Tuesday. The rules'
which governed the competition provided

that the successful architects should hold
themselves m readiness to restudy and
modify. the design offered by them and at
the meeting this morning the members of

the Commission explained their wishes re-

garding certain changes to the architects.
The design of Messrs. Ackerman &Itoss

Is exceedingly beautiful, and it Is believed
that It will me.et with general approval
when .made public This will not be done
at the present time, it not being deemed
advisable to permit the publication of a
picture of the proposed building before the
required changes have been made. The
design, as stated in The Times this morn-
ing, is of the French Rennalssance stylo

. of architecture. The side lines are plain,

. but the front elevation is very elaborate
and adorned with statuary.

The architects will return to New York
this afternoon and will begin to

their plans at once, in the hope cf
being able to again present them, in their
modified state, to the Commission at an
early date. The donation of Mr. Carnegie
for the building is $300,000. and the co;t
of the structure must not exceed that
amount. Before agreeing upon the pres-

ent design as a whole, or In part, or upon
any modified plan, the Commission de-

sires to feel sure that the building can bj
erected within the limits of the donation.
When the architects their p!an3
they will pay particular attention to ths
cost of construction and will confer with
builders and contractors with that end in
view.

The material contemplated to be used Is

white marble. It may be that this can hz
supplanted with some Tiind of white stone,
and the cost of construction lessened, but
it is not certain that this will have to be
done. Not much can be said about the
design or any changes that may be made
therein until after it is ascertained ac-

curately what the accepted design will cost.

AMZB.ICAUT PBOGBESS IN ASIA.

IteportM Krom the XIast Hrousrht liy
un lixnerleneed Engineer.

Vancouver, B. C. July 20. Among the
passengers on the steamship Empress of

India was Engineer M. Sergey Fried, the
pioneer American in Manchuria, who is
now returning to New York city from his
fourth trip to Central and Northern Asia.
Mr. Fried reports that since his last trip
across Siberia a year ago, uarvclous prag-res- b

has been made on the construction of
the Trans-Siberia- n and Chinese Eastern
railroads, American tools, machinery, and
rolling stork having been --Introduced ev-

erywhere along ihe line. Chinese coolies
and then the Russian workmen struck
when Yankee rock drills were introduced
a few months ago. Means were found to
reconcile them, but'the Chinese still im-

agine that the puffing, thumping drills are
worked by the devil.

So marvelous is the rapidity with which
construction is advanced, said Mr. Fried,
that it may be definitely stated that
through trains will be running from Port
Arthur and Vladvostock to St. Petersburg
before the close of 1000. No one who has
not been over the ground within the last
three months can realize how near com-
pletion the road has been pushed. With
the exception of a few hundred versts in
the very mountainous parts of Manchuria,
trains will he run on every section this
fall, and by winter with temporary tracks
across the frozen rivers there will be very
few breaks in the entire distance of about
6,500 miles. All that part of Asia under
Russian dominion Is open to American
manufacturers and they derive considera-
tion above those of other countries. "All
Europe," continued Mr. Fried, "is trying
to crowd America out of this market, but
the market is America's, for the taking."

"While in Port Arthur," said Mr. Fried,
"I had the pleasure of being on the first
train to turn wheels on that section of the
Manchurian or Chinese Railroad. It was
intensely gratifvlng to me after three years
of pioneering in behalf of American in-
terests to ride into Manchuria over a rail-
road made with American tools, with rails
rolled In Philadelphia, fastened to sleepers
from Oregon, by track-layin- g tools of Yan-
kee make, and to pull the throttle to start
an American engine in Asia with a train
of American construction and flat-ca- rs be-

hind us."

SHOT HIS SWEETHEAHT.

A. Tragedy Follow h Band Concert nt
Bordentovrn, X. 7.

Bordentown, N. J., July 20. In a fit of
jealousy, Clifford Farley, a well-kno-

young man, of 215 2 Fulton Street, Tren-
ton last night shot his sweetheart, Kath-erin- e

Donoghue, of this city, and then put
a bullet through his own head. It is
thought that both shots will prove fatal.
Farley cannot recover. The shooting took
place close to the famous old Bonaparte
Park, on Farnsworth Avenue, as Farley
and Miss Donoghue were returning from
a concert. Within a few yards of the
couple at the time of the shooting were
several hundred people on their way from
a concert given by Winkler's Second Regi-
ment Band of Trenton.

Farley is twenty-on- e years of age, and
for some months past had been paying at-
tention to Katherine Donoghue, one of the
prettiest girls in Bordentown. A few
weeks ago she informed him that his at-
tentions were no longer desired, and when
later he learned that she was looking with
much favor on a Bordentown young man,
Farley became very morose. The shoot-
ing was done with an re-
volver belonging, to Farley's father. The
young man had abstracted the weapon
from a bureau drawer, where it had been
kept for years.

Upon his arrival at Bordentown Farley
went to the scene of the concert and there
met Miss Donoghue. Friends of the couple
noticed that the girl treated Farley very
coolly, but they thought everything had
been righted when the two started to-
gether toward Miss Donoghue's home. The
couple had only gone a short distance when
the shooting occurred, and the girl was
seen to fall over on the pavement. Then
Farley coolly pointed the weapon at his
own head and pierced It with a bullet.

Farley made two attempts to shoot his
Kwetheart. He first put the revolver in her
face and asked her to promise him her
hand. The girl pushed the deadly weapon
aside, and screaming at the top of her
voice, tried to get away. Farley quickly
fired after her, and put a bullet in her
body.

The girl was removed to her home, where
she was In a precarious condition at mid-
night Farley was taken to a nearby
house, where his death is momentarily
expected. Farley's aged parents at Tren-
ton, who are highly respected, are almost
overcome with grief.

Cancer In Trees.
Paris, July 20. Interesting details are

Dr. Braz tfoes not conclude that animal
and vegetable cancer are caused by one
specific fungus, but he is convinced of the
extreme similarity between several dis-
eases of plants and animals.

AFTER ME. DALY'S PLAYHOUSES

The Theatrical Syndicate Has Prne-tlonl- ly

Seemed Them.
New York. July 20. The sale of Daly's

theatres, both in London and New York,
to Messrs. Nixon & Zimmerman, of Phila-
delphia, has practically been completed.
Unless some unforeseen hitch occurs in the
negotiations the deal will be closed within
the next few days.

Messrs. Nixon & Zimmerman are mem-
bers of the syndicate of theatrical manag-
ers to which Messrs. A. Hayman, Charles
Frohman, A. L. Erlanger, and Marc Klaw
also belong. When Daly's Theatre in New
York passes into their hands it will, of
course, "become another link in a long
chain of playhouses controlled by the com-
bination all over the United States. The
London theatre is now in litigation, but
should Mr. Daly's representatives win. as
they have every hope of doing now, it, too,
will pass into the hands of the syndicate
managers.

Shortly after Mr. Daly's death Messrs.
Nixon & Zimmerman enquired of the ex-

ecutors If the theatres were on the mar-
ket. After the will was read negotiations
were begun at once, and in a few days an
option was given the Philadelphia manag-
ers on both houses. The next move in the
ma'tter will be taken on Saturday, when
Messrs. Nixon & Zimmerman have an ap-

pointment to meet former Judge Daly and
Mr. Richard Dorney, two of the executors
of the estate, and it is confidently believ-
ed by everybody concerned that the deal
will at once be consummated.
"Samuel P. Nixon said last night that it

was the plan of his firm, if they secured
the New York theatre, to conduct it prac-
tically on the same lines as Mr. Daly had
followed. "We shall retain the tock com-
pany," he said, "and we shall carry out
all lh contracts made by Mr. Daly." Re-

garding the price mentioned in .connection
with the proposed purchase Mr. Nixon pre-
ferred to say nothing at present. As has
already been stated, however, $150,000 Is
the figure fixed by the executors for the
New York theatre and. Us contents, and It
will probably be on that basis that the
negotiations will be conducted.

CRUSHED HIS HEAD IN.

A Rlvnl Lover's Con fox i I on of Stran-
gling Proved Untrue.

Chester, Conn., July 20. When Joseph
Hough swore before Coroner Davis that
he choked his rival Harry Chadwick, to
death in Sunday night, he did
not tell the truth. Instead of choking
Chadwick to death he crushed his skull
with a rock.

An examination of Chadwick's head was
made today by the coroner, and its condi-
tion, added to the fact that hair and flesh
were found on a couple of stones at the
scene of the murder, shows how the man
was killed.

ceived a call from Hough on Saturday
evening which lasted two hours. The
sight of Chadwick at the girl's house on
Sunday evening aroused Hough's jealousy
and the quarrel followed. Mls3 Smith
rode about on her wheel with Hough on
week days and on Sunday was at home to
Chadwick. The clothing taken from
Hough when he waa arrested was examin-
ed by Coroner Davis. It was found satu-
rated with blood.

Miss Smith was" reported better, but
would receive no callers. Her nerves re-

ceived a severe shock from which she will
not recover in years.
